AMENDMENT  NO.  1  TO  THE  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  CAR- 
RYING OUT  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  INSECTICIDE  ACT  OF 
1910. 

Regulation  28  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  Carrying  out  the 
Provisions  of  the  Insecticide  Act  of  1910  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows,  the  amendment  to  be  eflective  at  once: 
''Regulation  28.  Enforcement  of  regulations. 

''Regulation  12  will  not  be  enforced  until  January  1,  1912.  Prior 
to  that  time  all  matter  required  by  the  act  to  be  stated  on  the  label 
may  be  added  to  the  principal  label  in  type  sufficiently  clear  to  attract 
the  immediate  attention  of  the  purchaser  by  means  of  a  sticker  or 
paster  or  supplemental  label  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  render  the  prin- 
cipal label  deceptive  or  misleading."
